If it is slang, it is really classical slang, 
And yet, of the thousands who use the 
term, how few — how very few know 
its origin or primitive significance. 
Truly, it is a heroic thing to say of a 
man to call him a brick. Tho word, so 
used, if not twistod from its original in- 
tent, implies all that is brave, patriotic 
and loyal. 

Plutarch, in his '.Life of Agesilaus," 
King of Sparta, gives us tho origin of 
the quaint and familiar expression. 

On a certain" occasion an ambassador 
from Epirus, on a diplomatic mission, 
was shown by the K ing over his . . 
The ambassador knew that, though only 
nominally a King of Sparta, ho was yet 
ruler of Qr C OOO , and he looked to see 
massive walls rearing aloft their embat- 
tled towers for the defense of the chief 
towns ; but bo found nothing of the 
kind. Ho marveled at this, and spoke 
of it to the King. 

"Sire," he said, "I have visited most 
of tho principal towns, and find no walls 
reared for their defeuse. Why is 
this ?" 

"Indeed, Sir Ambassador," replied 
Agesilaus, "thou canst not have looked 
carefully. Come with me, to-morrow 
morning, and I will show thee the walls 
Of Sparta." 

On the following morning the King 
led bis guest out upon the plain, where 
his army was drawn up in battle array, 
and,|iointing proudly to the serried hosts, 
he said : 

"There, sir, thou beboldest the walls 
of Sparta -10,000 men, and every man 
a brick I"

The American Asylum for Deaf-mutes. 

We have received a copy of the Six 
teenth Annual report of the Directors 
and Officers of the American Asylum, at 
Hartford, Conn., for the Education and 
Instruction of the Deaf and Dumb. 

Hon. Calvin Day is President of the 
Board, and there are eight Vice-I'reai 
dents, in addition to which there are ten 
directorsbyelection,and theCovernorand 
Secretary of State of the six New Kng 
land States, are, by virtue of the State 
office which they hold, ex-officio mem- 
bers of the board of directors of the 
American Asylum. The Secretary of 
the board is John C. Parsons ; Treasur- 
er, Roland Martin ; Directing Com- 
mittee, George M. Welch, Chairman, 
Francis B. Cooley, and John C. Parsons. 
The officers and teachers of the school 
are, Principal, Edward C. Stone, M A . ; 
Instructor of the Callaudet 8c e 
School, John C. Bull, M. A. There are 
besides six male and seven female in 
structors, two teachers of articulation, 
and one of drawing. There is one at- 
tending physician, a steward and assist- 
ant steward, a matron and two assist- 
ant, matrons. Three kinds of trades are 
taught, the cabinet, shoe and tailor trades, 
the former two having each a shop mas- 
ter, and the latter a shop mistress. 

The report of the directors refers to a 
legacy of $5,000, which the Asylum re- 
ceived on the first of April last, under 
the will of Mr. James S. Seymour, of 
Auburn, N. Y. Mr. Seymour was tel- 
ler of the Hartford bank, nearly sixty 
years ago, and is spoken of as one who 
did not forget that the institute was not 
founded by the State, but by individual 
effort and private liberality. Mr. Sey- 
mour was born April 18th, 1791, in 
West Hartford, at that time a part of 
the town of Hartford. He settled in 
Auburn iu 1816, as the first Cashier of 
the l<ank then opened till 1849, when he 
became its sixth President, and held the 
effice till his death, December 3, 1875. 
Such a career needs no comments. But 
he was more than a sagacious ami sue 
ceasful banker. His sympathies were 
with his generosity, constant and prompt, 
his kindness never failing. 

Mr. George C. Perkins, the youngest 
member of the board of directors, died 
in September last. He had never taken 
his seat with the board, having been 
chosen the previous May, while absent 
from the country, to (ill the v, 
caused by the death of his father, Mr. 
Henry N. Perkins, the previous year. 
But bis high character anal marked abili 
ties gave promise of great usefulness in 
the service of the Asylum. 

Mr. Rufus Lewis, who had for thirty- 
five years faithfully discharged the du- 
ties of master of the cabinet shop, 
signed his position on the first of July 
last. He left with the confide 
esteem of the pupils and officers, He 
has been succeded by N. W. Smith fav- 
orably known in Hartford.

Resolved, That we aro in favor of a 
choap government and light taxation, 
and for this end we demand a general 
reduction of the salaries of our govern- 
ment officers. 

Resolved, That our courts are too tar- 
dy in executing justice, and likewiso too 
expensive. 

Resolved, That we appreve of the acts 
of tho Grangers at tbe '-Philadelphia 
Centennial Exhibition," in prohibiting 
the use and sale of intoxicating drinks 
and gambling upon the quarters occupied 
by them at Elm Station. 

Resolved, That we respectfully ask 
tho "press" in general to throw open their 
columns for the discussion of ideas that 
will tend to promote the moral, political, 
and social elevation of farmers, as well 
as their pecuniary and scientific interests. 
Also, wo ask tho tradesmen to dispense 
with tho agency system that increases our 
burdens, and to purchase directly from 
first hands.
